“Early in August the British gov- 
ernment asked the imperial govern- 
ment for assistance under the terms 
of the Anglo-Japanese alliance. 

“Therefore, inasmuch as she was 
asked by her ally for assistance at a 


time when the commerce of Eastern 
Asia, which Japan and Great Britain 
regarded alike when one of their spe- 
cial interests was sub to con- 
stant menace, Japan, which regards 
that alliance as the guiding principle 
of her foreign policy, could not but 
comply with the request to her 


Germany's possession of a base for 
activities in one corner of the Far 
East was not only a serious obstacie 
to the maintenance of permanent 
— Dut it also conflicted with the 
mmediate interests of the Japanese 
empire, Baron Kato explained. 

_ “After imperial sanction had been 
obtained a resolution was communi- 
cated to the British government and 
a full and frank exchange of viewa 

the two governments fol- 
lowed. It was finally agreed between 
them to take such action as was 
necessary to protect their general in- 
terests as contemplated by the agree- 
ment of their alliance. Japan had no 
desire or inclination to become in- 
volved in the present conflict, only 
believing that she owed it to herself 
to be faithful to her alliance and 
strengthen its foundation by insuring 
permanent peace in the East and pro- 
tecting the special interests of the two 
allied powers. 

“Desiring, however, to solve the sit- 
uation by pacific means, the Imperial 
Governor on August 15 gave the fol-

A LONG WAY FROM HOME. 


The Kaiser is getting a long way from home. Every day that 
he pounds through the French line toward Paris makes the posi- 
tion of his rear more dangerous. His line of communication is be- 
coming a long one. Every mile that the army advances weakens 
the force at the frent on account of the soldiers needed to guard 
the line of communication in the rear. Every mile that his front 
advances into French soil also makes it more difficult for the 
Kaiser to bring troops back to Belgium to protect himself against 
a violent assault upon the rear of his turning flank. Perhaps the most 
serious feature of all is the problem of feeding his army; this prob- | 
lem is increasing at a fearful rate. I saw a letter yesterday from a 
French soldier who told how very hungry the German prisoners 
were and how they looked wistfully about the room wherever the 
French soldiers were eating. 

Parenthetically, | might add that the . soldier described 
his captives as being gentle and with kind eyes. The stories of 
Cermon atrocities | believe to be abominable fakes. Ruthless deeds 
take place in every war. There are some black chapters even in our 
Civil War; but every reliable account I have seen of the German 
advance tells of soldiers singularly well behaved and merciful. 
It must be remembered that the hostile country through which the 
Germans are marching is populated very largely by citizens Who 
have been soldiers. The Germans are constant victims of snipe - 
Shooting and their suppression of such roof-top hostilities is of a 
necessity severe. Do you expect the Uhlans to shake their fore- 
fingers and say, ‘Naughty; naughty, at the concealed riflemen of 
the hay stacks and the villege barns?

Sept. 5.—So far 
as is known the British government 
has no intention of sending East In- 
dian troops from India to Europe by 
way of Canada. Such a routing would 
include two long ocean voyages with 
their attendant and would 
require a longer time than can be 
afforded.

Conditions which led up to the 
present situation are of long standing. 
It has been charged that the Western 
Federation of Miners, when in con- 
trol, were dominee and the officers 
of the Butte local ru with an iron 
hand. Men were publiely kidnaped 
and deported, often after having been 
beaten and 22 The union min- 
ers were made to pay heavy assess- 
ments and many reported that they 
were given no voice in running the

within the union and after two riots, 
during which dynamite was used with 
fatal resuits, a new union, known as 
the Butte Miners’ Union, unaffiliated 
with any other labor body, was or-

For three years before the revolt, 
Industrial Workers of the World 
spoke nightly on the streets preaching 
“direct action,” the taking of the 
mines for their own benefit and at- 
tacks on capital. During the ricts 
no arrests were made and no attempt 
was made by the local police or 
Sheriff to quell the disturbances. — 
Certain officers of the Butte Mine 
Workers’ Nnion advocated sabotage 
at the union meetings, and after the 
new union had obtained a member- 
ship of about de per cent. of the 
miners in Butte a jurisdiction com- 
mittee was formed to enforce a union 
rule that no man not a member of 
the new union could work in the 
mines, despite the fact that the 
Western Federation of Miners held a 
contract to supply the mines to work- 


ers. 

At no time during the troubles 
have the employing companies been 
involved, the men not objecting to 
the wage scale nor working condi- 
tions.

in the United States, as a part of the

to exist in great beds in Western 
Arizona and Eastern California. 

Large quantities are being shipped 
to Los Angeles to e used in the manu- 
facture of composition roofing and 
ornamental brick and tile. The de- 
velopment of many of the deposits 
of these little known minerals in 
Southern California is largely due to 
the energy of George F. Eisenmayer 
and I. K. Loomis, founders of the 
Pacific Mineral Products Company, 
which has a large plant at Hum- 
boldt street and North Avenue 19. 

“The sudden termination of ship- 
ring of many essential manufactur- 
ing minerals from Europe has set the 
eastern producers of finished materials 
seurrying through America and 
brought to sudden light the vast and 
almost untouched resources of this 
character right at the doors of Los 
Angeles,“ said Loomis. “We have 
had a sudden jolt of orders, which 
have brought us to a realization more 
than ever that California can easily 
supply this country and create a pros- 
perity that will outrival that coming 
from the gold mines.

A search through Cutter’s manual 
reveals hints of the water pul on 
river beds, but nothing definite. Mr. 
Reagan explains this by saying that 
Cutter's rules were founded on ob- 
servation of rivers with rock or peb- 
ble bottoms. Strange as it may 
seem, Archimedes, the father of hy- 
dromechanics, was convinced that riv- 
er beds move. As his observations 
were made in countries where tor- 
rential streams are common this is 
not surprising. 

One result of the investigations 
now being made at the Aliso-street 
bridge may be that rock foundations 
for all piers in torrential streams may 
be recommended by the County Board 
of Flood Control engineers, either these 
or clear spans. At the Aliso-street 
bridge, for instance, the bed of the 
river stood ten feet above the pier 
foundations when the structure was 
built. It was deemed sufficient at 
that time to drive the pile founda- 
tions into the supposedly never-mov- 
ing sand. 

The work the city has undertaken 
at Aliso-street bridge is the under- 
mining of all foundations and filling 
in with concrete as new foundations 
for the piers and abutments.

If Buenos Ayres or Rio Janeiro were 
calling for a cargo of lumber and flour and 
fuel oil, and California needed a cargo of 
coffee and crude rubber, the exchange could 
not now de made, although the Panama 
Canal is open for traffic, for want of an 
American steamer to carry the goods. _ 
If a British ship could be obtained the 
war risk insurance on the cargo would be 
20 per cent. or on a German ship 50 per 
Cent, and the cost of insuring the vessel 
would be added to the freight charges on 
the cargo, making the trip absolutely pro- 
The latest advices are that England and 
France object to our purchasing German 
ships. The objection might be waived, for 
England has destroyed or interned many 
German ships and there are but a few lett 
that could be purchased. 
Of course England and France will not 
, object to our buying English and French 
ships and Germany may not object to it, for 
she may prefer to have such ships trans- 
ferred to a neutral flag eo that they may 
be available to carry food and other non- 
contraband freight between American and 
zorts. 


NLESS NECESSARY.” 
The Clayton anti-trust bill as it 


passed the Senate provides that no injunc- 
tion shall ever be issued “unless necessary 


to prevent injury to property or property 


rights.” It would appear that the victory 
of Gompers and Secretary of Labor Wilson 


barren victory. It is “a tale told by an 
idiot full of sound and fury signifying 
nothing.” 

Injunction will continue to issue against 
picketing, and boycotting, and menacing 
with violence employers or workmen who 
refuse to obey the commands of the unions, 
for the courts of last resort of fourteen 
States—Connecticut, Massachusetts, Ver- 
mont, Maryland, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, 
Virginia, Illinois, Michigan, Minnesota, Mis 
souril, Washington, Louisiana and Wiscon- 
sin—have decided that secondary or com- 
pound boycotts are illegal, and have en- 
joined them. : 3 

Secondary boycotts—which do not include 
violence or menaces of violence and which 
consist only of circulars advertising the 
boycott—cannot be enjoined under the State 
laws in Montana, New York and California. 
In Minnesota the publication of boycott cir- 
culars will not be enjoined if no threats are 
used. In Oregon a “threatened injury” 
must be proved before an injunction is 
issued against the publication of circulars 
or against circulation of the “unfair list.” 
In Tilinois the publication of an unfair 
list has been enjoined. 

The higher courts in twenty-six States 
have not passed upon the question of 
whether a boycott is a threatened injury to 
property or property rights. But the lower 
courts in New Hampshire, South Carolina 
and West Virginia have declared boycotts 
illegal if considered to contain the element 


shown; Tennessee and Texas, should the 
court decide that the boycotters had no 
legitimate interest to protect, and Missis- 
sippi, if either malice or threats was evi- 
de:.ced. 


In fourteen States a secondary or a com- 


| pound boycott will be enjoined; the higher 


| courts in twenty-six States have not passed 
upon the question; in five States they will 
be enjoined conditionally and in three 
States secondary boycotts have been de- 
clared legal. Yet no courts and no Legisla- 
ture has legalized the compound boycott, 


and the Supreme Court of the United States 
has decided against the legality of both the 
secondary and compound boycott. In the 
Debs case in 1895 the boycotting which was 
indulged in during the Pullman strike was 
declared to have been in violation of the 
interstate commerce law ‘and to have in- 
terfered with the United States mails. In 
the Bucks Stove Company case the court 
held that the publication of a “We Don’t 
Patronize” list could be enjoined, as well 
as other forms of secondary and compound 
boycotting. 

No court, State or Federal, Supreme or 
lower, has declared the compound boycott 
to be other than illegal. 

The courts have not enjoined, but have 


simply an agreement of one or more to re 
frain from dealing with another without 
inducing third parties to stop their patron- 
age. This form of boycott is utterly in- 
effective and has seldom or never been in- 
voked by the labor unions. In Massachu- 
setts it was held that it was “no crime for 
any number of persons, without any unlaw- 
ful object in view, to associate themselves 
together, and agree that they will not work 
for or deal with certain men or classes of 
men.” (106 Mass., 1, 14.) 

In an Illinois case the court held: “The 
law is that an individual may refrain from 
trading or dealing with any particular per- 
son, and that two or more individuals may 
agree among themselves that they will not 
trade or deal with a certain person” (Hay 
vs. Wilson, III., 1908.) In Indiana, Massa- 
chusetts, New Jersey, New York, Oregon, 
Pennsylvania and Rhode Island decisions 
have been made to the same effect and in 
the Bucks Stove case the Court of Appeal 
of the District of Columbia took the same 
stand with respect to the negative or pri- 

The only instances in which the primary 
boycott has been invoked is in consumers’ 
boycotts, where housewives have agreed not 
to patronize a merchant who overcharged 
them, or palmed off inferior goods upon 
them, or otherwise mistreated them. But 
even in such cases they would have been 
enjoined from publishing him as unfair, or 
picketing his shop or otherwise seeking to 
induce others not to trade with him. 

Laidier in his book on “Boycotts and the 
Labor Struggle” tersely states the law on 
this subject. He says: “Boycotters are 
subject to the equitable remedy of injunc- 
tion. The plaintiff is required to show that 


the injunction is necessary in order to pre- 


| vent an irreparable or unascertainable loss; 


and that there is no adequate remedy at law 
—that the resort to the law court would 
necessitate a multiplicity of suits or would 
not lead to a recovery of damages on ac- 
count of the irresponsible character of de- 
fendants. If the injunction is not obeyed, 


contempt proceedings can be resorted to.” 


In the light of the decisions of the courts, 
State and Federal, the action of Congress 
in legislating that “injunction shall not be 
issued unless necessary to prevent injury to 
property or property rights,” appears to 
be “ridiculous-like,” as a 65-year-old Ari- 
zonan remarked of a court sentence con- 
signing him. to forty years imprisonment. 
For a threatened injury to property or 
property rights” is the only ground on 
which courts ever have issued injunctions. 
Maybe the Democratic blatherskites who in- 
serted this clause in the bill in order to grat- 
ify-Gompers had in mind the law maxim, 
“Expressio unig est exclusio alterius,” and | 
intended to prohibit the issuance of injunc- 
tions to prevent invasion of personal rights.

HE. COST OF THE WAR. | 

It has been estimated that the cost of 

the war is something like $50,000,000 a day. 
as approximately correct, 
though it may be in excess or less than the 
actual cost, in which of course all financial 
and property losses are included, we have a 
basis for calculation of the effect of the war 
upon the material prosperity of the in- 
volved nations. 

If the war should continue for a year, its 
total cost would be, on that basis, the gigan- 
tic sum of 518,250,000, 000. 

The total of the national debts of the 
German empire, the United Kingdom, 
France, Austria-Hungary, Russia and Bei- 
gium is $17,311,377,000. It appears, then, 
that there would be in the war cost the 
equivalent of the doubling of those six na- 
tional debts in one year. 

The aggregated wealth, estimated, of the 
six countries named (Servia’s figures not 
available) is 279,500,000, 00 0. 

As the total of their population is, in 
round numbers, 375,000,000, the per capita 
wealth is about $500. 

The cost, per capita, for one year’s war- 
fare, calculated on the basis of $50,000,000 a 
day, would be about $50. 

And the cost would also be about 7 per 
cent. of the aggregate wealth of the six na-

| RESTALLING THE MARKET. 

By the common law of England, and 
of every State which has by statute adopted 
the common law—as California has done—

which renders the perpetrators liable to

the United States forestalling the mar- 
ket takes the form of “corners” or of 
“trusts,” which are attempts by one per- 
son or a conspiracy or combination of per- 
sons to monopolize an article of trade or 
commerce, or regulate its manufacture or 
produetion, in such a manner as to restrict 
the supply and so enhance the price. 

The common fiw of England exists in 
those States of the Union which were orig- 
inally colonies of England, or were carved 
out of such colonies, and in those States 
which have been established in territory 
acquired since the Revolution, when such 
territory was not at the time of its acqul- 
sition occupied by an organized and civil- 
ized community, but where the population 
upon the establishment of the government 
was formed by emigration from the orig- 
inal States (Norris vs. Harris, 15 Cal. 226.) 

The common law did not exist in Florida, 
Louisiana, Texas, California, New Mexico 
or Arizona, for at the time of their acqui- 
sition the inhabitants of those Territories 
had laws of their own, which remained in 
force until, by the proper authority, they 
were abrogated and new laws substituted. 

The Supreme Court of the United States, 
in a long line of decisions, has held that 
the common law constitutes no part of 
our national jurisprudence. 
States composing the Federal ‘government 
are sovereign and independent, 


Forestalling the 


‘| of their own customs, usages and common 


law, and no principle pervades the Union 
which has not the authority of and is not 
embodied in the Constitution or laws of the 
Rational government. The common law 
could be incorporated into the Federal sys- 
tem only by legislative adoption. 

Congress has never enacted a law mak- 
such adoption. 

The Sherman law and laws now under 
consideration against trusts and monopo- 
nes are substantially laws to punish fore- 


Stalling, engrossing and regrating, but 


they are applicable only to transactions in 
interstate commerce, and cannot be en- 
forced against offenders who confine their 
operations to actions entirely within a 
If, for instance, a merchant were to buy 
ap all the cantaloupes in Imperial county, 
or all the beans in San Luis Obispo, or all 
the beet sugar in Ventura, and offer the 
same for sale at an exorbitant price to 
consumers in those counties only, he would 
not infract the Sherman law, nor the pro- 
visions of the anti-trust law now pending, 
for his operations would not extend beyond 
‘ee State line. 
| But as California has by statute adopted 
the common law of England, he would be 
guilty of forestalling or engrossing in this 
State and could be prosecuted and pun- 
ished for the offense. 


It would clear up the situation if Die- 


trict Attorneys throughout the State would 
inaugurate prosecutions against large and 
small offenders who are taking an unfair 
advantage of the European war to unduly 
advance the prices of the necessaries of 
life.

Since I, personally, seem u to call a 


halt on the war, I find it pleasant to for- 


get all about it, temporarily, in horticultural 
pursuits, | 

Our garden is ten months old this Sep- 
tember, and as I look out upon it from the 
comfortable depths of the swinging settee 
on the back lawn, I am moved to say it has 
justified all the labor and the water bills 
involved. The joy we have plucked from 
the pansy bed alone I am sure exceeds the 
pleasure many get from whole conservato- 
ries of orchids. ‘ 

And the pansies are stil] doing business 
at the old stand. It has been a constant 
surprise to find them blooming so well 
throughout the summer. When they first be- 
gan to grow, small and spindling, I cut the 
plants back in half-hearted fashion, suppos- 
ing that I was only staving off the evil day 
when they should be no more. But regu- 
lar and generous watering brought them 
up again in wonderful profusion,’ and we 
have scattered them among our friends in 
bunches, some all lavender and pale blue, 
others exclusively white and gold, and yet 
others of the deep velvety purples. They 
all look like jewels to me, the colors are 80 
rich and glowing. 

Pansies have been cultivated in Europe 
for about 400 years, and American florists 
get fresh supplies of seed each season from 
France and Germany. So that will be the 
next thing to go up, I suppose—pansy seed. 


Dear me, I'm afraid I can’t forget all about 


the war even in the garden! 

I was away for a while last month, and 
when I returned I found a thick patch of 
Bermuda grass trying its best to choke the 
pansies to death. It had grown up with 
remarkable suddenness on the little path 
between the sies and the old onion bed, 
and was sen its long rooting runners 
like the tentacles of an octopus among the 
defenseless plants. 

I could pull it up without difficulty in 
the beds, for the soil was loose, but the 
path was hard as flint, and here I had to 
chip at it with the hoe.

the tomato vines now, but that doesn't 
worry us, for we have not been proud of 
the tomato crop. 

‘Not a single melon in the garden came to 
fruition. We had one cucumber, but it died 
young. This is because our wise gardener 


friend has not been here to supervise. But. 


the independent Hubbard squashes have 
gone on growing in spite of everything, 
asking only for plenty to drink. One has 
climbed to the roof of a neighbor's shed,

And so it came about that then, as now, the commerce of the world was dependent upon a 
with neutral nation. The United States saw the opportunity and took it. During the fifteen years of the 
Napoleonic wars our shipping increased 450 per cent. We became the dominant shipping nation, 
and even after peace was restored in Europe, we were able to hold our own against the frantic efforts 
to regain their prestige made by England and France. 

Our merchant marine was practically eliminated by war. The Civil War halted our commercial 
development, took our ships off the seas and gave place to the British and French vessels. The com- 
petition has been so severe and complete thet we have never been able to regain our place as ship- 
owning and operating nation. 

Once again, as when Napoleon had embroiled practically every nation in Europe, the opportuni- 
ty to gain a shipping supremacy is offered to ns. Congress e emergency provisions enabling 
the shippers of this country to get hold of vessels. Nothing remains but for the business men of the 
the United States alone remains. 

THE EMBARGO ON SHIPMENTS DISAPPEARING. 

Shortly after this last war broke out in Europe there was great fear, i among the farm-

And to gain some idea of the already enormous export trade enjoyed by the United States, and 
which may serve as the basis of an estimate for what it will become now that the industries of Ger- 
many, England and France are closed down, it is only necessary to recall that for the fiscal year ending 
alg 30, 1913, the United States sent into the markets of the world over $2,400,000, 000 w worth of 
products. Of these, over $1,100,000,000 were made by our factories, and sold against the energetic 
competition of foreign nations.

will be the basis of a very large in- 
dustry. This apparatus forms an 
auxiliary to an ordinary refrigerator 
and will be manufactured in several 
sizes for use in homes, dairies and 
markets. It will especially appeal, it 
is said, to ranchers and dairymen in 
rural districts, where daily ice service 
is not available. ‘The company’s plan 
is to manufacture the ice-making ap- 
paratus now and later g into the 
manufacture of the ice boxes also. A 
carload of refrigerators has been ore 
dered from the East, and upon their 
arrival the first allotment of complete 
refrigerators will be turned out. It 
is the announced intention of the 
company to invade the foreign field 
when the new business is firmly or- 
ganized. 

Owing to the increasing demand for 
California-made trucks, the output of 
the Moore Auto Truck Company at 
Torrance has been growing steadily 
and to meet this growth additional 
shop space is now being added. The 
company has recently begun to manu- 
facture all sizes of trucks, from one to 
five tons, and is now disbursing them 
at the rate of thirty per month. Be- 
ginning two years ago as an assem- 
bling plant, the company now manu- 
factures everything except the engines 
and transmission. Indications are 
that the present capacity will*be dou- 
bled within the next eighteen months. 

Another plant fast nearing comple- 
tion is the Diesel engine department 
of the Union Tool Company, a builde 
ing 300 feet lone by 105 feet deep. 
All the steel work of this structure 
is up, the concrete flooring has been 
laid and the roof is now being con- 
structed. This wing of the main plant 
will cost $40,000. and in it will be em- 
ployed about 200 men.

rival, Germany's foundries have been 
selling more than $20,000,000 worth 
of machinery, electrical goods and 
sewing machines in Great Britain. 
This country has been importing 
more than $68,000,000 of machinery 
and cutiery from them, Germany's 
competition is ended. The stupendous 
possibility to secure this field is open 
to the American industries. 

As one instance of how swiftly the 
war changes the commercia! tide, this 
ie taken from a magazine article by 
Isaac F. Marcosson, on “The Effect 
of the War on American Business.” 
On the day after Germany declared 
war against France one of the lead- 
ing steel producers of America re- 
ceived an order by cable for an im- 
mense shipment of structural bridge 
work to Australia, and at very ad- 
vantageous prices. This contract had 
originally been made with Germany 
and was canceled ay account of the 
war. “The incident,” says Mr. Mar- 
ecosson, “ig typical of what is expected 
to follow on a large scale.” Similar 
orders were cabled from South Amer- 
ica and Africa for paints and plumb- 
ing supplies that had already been 
contracted for in Germany and were 
canceled because of the war. 

The United States will practically 
be forced to utilize its own cotton 
crop. Hitherto this crop has been sent 


to foreign markets, and comes back | tea 


to us in textiles. The foreign manu- 
factures are closed down. The peo- 
ple of the United States and the peo- 
ple of the foreign countries must 
have cotton textiles. 

New York bankers have pledged 
a half billion dollars to provide for 
housing and protecting the cotton 
crop until such time as it may be? 
utilised, and one of these bankers has 
said: “The new and increased demand 
for American textiles will use up the 
crop more quickly than the most op- 
timistic may now expect.

In much the same way and for the 
game reason Paris is dethroned as a 
fashion center. New York alone, of 
all the great cities of the world, is 
now able to give effective attention 
to designing and to creating dresses. 
Buyers from practically every city in 
the United States have Already placed 
orders with the New York houses 
that were formerly placed with

nounced publicly that he had placed 
with American manufacturers orders 
for those garments formerly secured 
for his stores from Burope.

The 
samples can be referred to as those 
carrying lime, zinc traces, potash 
4.80 per cent., yellow ferrous and 
ferric oxides, soda, silica, and alumina. 

A compound formed by mixing the 
samples (powdered) and placing some 
of the powdered material on a mining 
shovel for instance; then placing the 
point of the shovel (where the pow- 
der is placed) into the flame qt the 
forge, a silvery lustered mass is ob- 
tained from the compound that re- 
sembies silver, but silver is not pres- 
ent in the mass, and some of the iron 
of the shovel is taken up in the 
incipient fusion.

A.: Glad to hear from you. There 
is nothing too good for the mining 
boys in the hills. 

The sample is lead molybdate. It is 
mineralogically named at the sub- 
heading, and it is of such pure grade 
that the quantity you refer to can be 
readily sold, and at a good price. 

“Mineral Resources of the United

are readily soluble in mineral acids. 
Hydrochloric is the most convenient 
acid ta use. If concentrated hydro- 
chloric acid (HCL) is put upon carno- 
tite, vanadinite, the descloizites, and 
some other vanadium minerals, it im- 
mediately gives a rich red-brown col- 
ored solution. If water is added the 
color changes to green or disappears. 
If the dilution is not too great the 
brown color reappears upon the addi- 
tion of hydrogen peroxide. If metallic 
zinc be added, the green color will 
again appear and may gradually fade 
yntil the solution becomes colorless, 

Calcium vanadate and a few other. 
oxidized minerals do not show the 
brown-red color at once, but must be 
treated with the acid for a longer 
> yea Heating will hasten the reac- 

n. 

If dilute acid is used the solution 
is ordinarily greenish, yellowish (from 
uranium,) or colorless. Upon the ad- 
dition of hydrogen peroxide the red- 
dish-brown color is given, and added 
zinc will again bring the green color 
or decolorize the solution 
With carnotite, vanadinite, the des- 
cloizites, and some other minerals, it 
is only necessary to plage a drop of 
concentrated hydrochloric acid upon 
the mineral to get the rich red-brown 
color almost immediately. The addi- 
tion of two or three drops of water 
makes the color change to light green 
or disappear. 

The above test is of value. It 16 
well to bear in mind, however, that 
a bright yellow solution in hydro- 
chioric acid occurs from many min- 
erals; some phosphates, antimony, ar- 
senicum, and so forth. 

A drop of hydrochloric acid on the 
majority of copper ores yields a blu- 
ish-green color at the point of con- 
tact, and a drop of the same gęid on 
certain ores of manganese vé uick- 
ly distinguishes between ores of iron 
and certain graphite by the decidedly 
pungent odor of chlorine. 

Giving you a line on wulfenite: 
“Primary form is the octahedron with 
a square base.“ It occurs in flat and 
in acute four-sided crystallized pyra- 
mids, in tabular crystals, and also 
granular-massive. The usual color of 
wulfenite is orange or wax-yellow; 
“passing into gray, green or brown; 
rarely aurora- red,“ the color of your 
sample. Translucent. Luster waxy 
or adamantine. Streak white. Brit- 
tle and soft. Of imperfect conchoidal 
fracture or uneven. Hardness 3. Sp. 
gr. 6.3 to 6.9. 

Wulrenite before the blowpipe de- 
crepitates when strongly heated and 
turns dark-colored, but it decolorizes 
on cooling to a yellowish mass. Fur- 
ther application of the flame with the 
mineral on charcoal, the assay sinks 
into the coal, and the residue on the 
carbon is lead, in globules. The char- 
coal meanwhile takes up molybdenum 
and lead molybdide. ulfenite (lead 
molybdate) is soluble {n caustic pot- 
ash solution. 3 

Many vanadates under the blowpipe 
flame react on the order of wulfenite, 
but it requires cold nitric acid only 
to easily dissolve lead vanadate, while 
wulfenite goes into eselution more 
readily if the acid be heated. A drop

There 
is some pumice present in the sample 
with a variety of volcanic ash. Pot- 
ash and soda sparingly present, and, 
withal, there is a low percentage of 
Silica in the mags. 

We are very frank to disagree with 
you on the use of material represented 
by the sample. On glass plates, for 
instance, the sample its somewhat 
“scratchy.” This can be remedied, 
however, by grinding the granular 
matter to an impalpable powder; then 
wash the mixture in a bucket of wa- 
ter, stirring rapidly: allow the mix- 
ture to precipitate for a few minutes 
then pour off supernatant liquid of 
muddy water, as it were, into another 
bucket. 

The precipitate so obtained in the 
last referred to bucket will make a 
good polisher, and could be used in 
the manufacture of certain soap, and 
so forth.

OF STANDARD WELL, 


Although It 
When Big New Well Is Brought in 

Nearby. 

(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE. } 

FULLERTON, Sept. 4.—The Stand- 
ard Oil Company's big gusher in Ful- 
lerton field, which is still producing 
about 3500 barrels a day, has now 
yielded altogether over 2,000,000 bar- 
rels of oil. The value of this product 
in the aggregate at the varying field 
prices which have prevailed since the 
well came in, is in excess of $1,500,- 


000. It is worth, after refining, sev- 
eral times as much to the Standard, 
the oil being between 28 and 20 
gravity. 

The production of the gusher when 
it eame in about Nov. 1, 1913, wae at 
the rate of 10,000 barrels a day. From 
this the output increased to about 13,- 
000, and has gradually fallen off from 
that figure. Lately there has been a 
somewhat more rapid decline in the 
well's yield owing to the bringing in 
of No. 11 in the immediate neighbor- 
hood with an output of 5000 barrels 
a day—at present about 3500. This 
new well served to drain a portion of 
the gusher territory. 

Nevertheless the record of No. 7 
Emery, the “big gusher stands un- 
surpassed south of Tehachapi in the 
opinion of well-informed oil men. 
There have been some very 


Stearns well, and one of the Colum- 
bia’s, as well as some producers in 
Salt Lake field, which have held up 
for a long time, and may do better 
in this respect in the end than the 
Standard’s well. None of them, how- 
ever, have had as good a start as the 
Emery toward making the record. 

The Birch well which has been con- 
sidered in many respects the greatest 
in the State has yielded not a great 
deal more ofl in its some three and 
a half years’ of production than the 
Standard's gusher has in ten months. 


Has New Well. 

The Birch Oil Company has brought 
in its No. 9 well with a production 
of about 400 barrels a day of high 
gravity oll. It is quite likely that the 
output will increase after the well 
produces for a time, as this is gen- 
erally the case with deep wells in 
Brea Canyon. 

William Berkinstock of Placentia 
and A. M. Smith have leased to Wi- 
liam Loftus twenty-two acres for oi! 
development on a one-fourth royalty 
basis, The oll-producing territory 
will be still further extended if pe- 
troleum is found on the property. 

The Quintuple Ol! Company, which 
recently took a lease in this field, is 
making preparations for active de- 
velopment of its property. The com- 
pany, which is capitalized at $100,- 
690, numbers among its directors, A. 
E. Hurley, C. H. DuBois, J. W. Smith, 
Rert H. Leonard and R. J. Gaffney. 
Messre. Hurley and Smith are inter- 
ested in the Hurley, Smith & Collins 
gasoline compressor plants in Fuller- 
ton and Salt Lake field on properties 
of the Amalgamated and Arcturus 
Oil companies, respectively. This is 
a separate organization from the 
Quintuple Company, however.

ELL SUPPLIED 
IN THE ORIENT. 
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Stocks Enough for Half Year's 
Trade — England’s. Supply Also 
Large, but Germany's Not Exces- 
sive—Status of Other Countries in 
Present War Situation. 


[Oil City Derrick:] The unprece- 
dented condition which has checked 
exports, is calling attention to the 
stocks of oll held abroad. In the 
Orient the Standard Oil Company of 
New York reports that it has a half a 
year's supply of petroleum products 
in the various ports. It is known that 
large curgoes were shipped there dur- 
ing the last few months, so that it is 
probable the consumers in the east- 
ern countries will not need to worry 
for a time. 

England seems to have been appre- 
hensive of the present trouble, and to 
have laid in ample stocks of fuel oil, 
though it may be short on illuminat- 
ing oil and gasoline. Some weeks ago 
the Admiralty referred to provisions 
which had been made, in order that 
if an emergency arose the country 
should be in possession of sufficient 
liquid fuel supplies and intimated that 
huge stocks had been provided for. 
These have since been increased and 
only a few Hayes before hostilities 
commenced several large cargoes were 
received into Admiralty storage from 
the United States, Roumania, Trini- 
ded and Mexico. Its cruisers have 
also captured several tankers sailing 
under the German flag, whose car- 
goes will probably go into its tanks 
at Sheerness. It would appear that 
England is well supplied with fuel oll 
for several months. 

‘Germany's stocks of oil, it Ie pre- 
sumed, are not excessive. In May it 
took 1,000,000 gallons more 
luminating oil than in the same month 
a year ago, but for the eleven months 
its imports of this article from the 
United States showed a -lecrease of 
28,000,000 gallons. How much of this 
may have been made up from other 
countries is not known, 

Her imports of fuel oil from the 
United States also declined 6,000,000 
gallons the last eeven months as com- 
pared with those of 19138, while of 
line she imported from America 


the previous period. A large portion 
of her supplies of oll would come 
from Roumania and that country is 
now closed to Germany. 

In the South American countries 
the stocks are not large, and it is ex- 
pected that shipments, though limited 
for a time, will soon be made to those

Although the conditions in relation 
to the oil export trade which called 
forth the comment have shown a 
steady improvement in the past two 
weeks, the following editorial pub- 
lishe recently in the Ou City Der- 
rick sh. vs the importance of foreign 
petroleum trade to the United States, 
as brought clearly to light when the 
war broke out: 

Some idea of the importance of oil 
exports from the United States is 
shown when it is considered that the 
ratio of the value of these exports 
to the total exports from the United 
States during the past five years has 
been approximately 5 per cent. In 
the past four years foreign countries 
have taken American oil to the value 
of $492,762,623, or an average of near 
$125,000,000 a year. 

In the fiscal year ended June 30, 
1914, exports of mineral oils from 
the principal customs districts of the 
United States totaled 2,269,218,073 
gallons, valued at 3150,87 9,850. as 
compared with 1,989,772,713 gallons, | 
valued at $137,237,762 in the previous 
year. The daily average exports o 
mineral olls last year was close to 
6,260,000 gallons, worth approximate 
ly $415,000. 

Of the European countries, Ger- 
many is a large consumer of Ameri- 
can oil. According to statistica com- 
piled by the Berlin Chamber of Com- 
merce, Germany, in the calendar year 
1913, imported something like 225,-) 
000,000 gallons of illuminating oil 
from the United States, which was 
77.1 per cent. of Germany's total im- 
ports of illuminating oil. 

The United Kingdom, according to 
export statistics of the Department of 
Commerce, took 187,828,453 gallons 
of American illuminating oil in 1913, 
valued at $9,540,734, and in 1914 the 
amounts were 97,007,760 gallons and 
$10,006,931. France was also a good 
customer for American oil in 1914, 
the amount of her purchases being 
$12,003,964, and exceeding that of the 
United Kingdom. Belgium bought 
American oil in 1914 to the sum of 
$4,021,449. 

A review of the export statistics to 
the individual European countries is 
misleading, as much American oi! is 
transferred from one country to an- 
other. For instance, government 
statistics show”that in the 1913 calen- 
dar year only 86,118,348 gallons of 
illuminating oil were exported to Ger- 
many, while 155,496,882 gallons were 
exported to the Netherlands. The 
greater part of the oil shipped to the 
Netherlands went to the southern part 
of Germany. In addition to the oil 
which is sent through that country to 
Germany, a considerable volume goes 
to other countries, among which ere 
Denmark, Norway and Sweden, 

The value of America’s oll trade 
with Europe in 1913 amounted to 
$65,218,040, or ‘over $5,400,000 a 
month.

FLAMES DEVOUR 
‘VAST WEALTH. 

Oil-Well Fire 
in M exicd, 


Famous Potrero Gusher Is 
| Raging Volcano.

TAMPICO (Mex.) Aug. 26.—The 
most spectacular and disastrous oll 
well fire in the history of the indus- 
ury is the burning of the great gusher 


at Potrero del Liano, situated about 


120 miles southeast of here. 

By actual tests, which were made 
on several different occasions, it was 
shown that this well was the fargest 
producer of cil in the world; it regis- 
tered a daily output of 120,000 dar- 
rela. 


When the flow was struck about. 


three years ago enormous difficulties 


were encountered in bringing the well 
into subjection. Lord Cowdray, head 
of the Mexican Eagle Petroleum Com- 


pany and who is alec the senior mem- . 


ber of the British firm of S. Pearson 
& Son, Ltd., was in the City of Mes- 
co when the well was brought in. 
He hurried to the scene and in person 
took command of the large force of 
laborers who were striving to put @ 
cap upon the mouth of the well. So 
gigantic was this task and that of 
creating an emergency earthen reser- 
voir to hold a part of the escaping oil 
that the Mexican government lent the 
aid of 600 soldiers in the work. 

After repeated failures to contrel 


the flow of oil that was shooting sky 
ward at the rate of 120,000 barrels per 
day an American mechanic obtamed a 


large reward by devising a ponderous 
steel cap, to which was attached a 
throttle. This piece of mechanism was 
hurriedly constructed in the City of 
Mexico and taken to the field. It was 
successfully placed upon the monster 


well and the flow throttled down to. 


a steady flow of about 15,000 barrels 
per day. It was deem unwise to 
close the valve entirely for fear that 
the subterranean pressure might blow 
out the casing and destroy the well. 

Until it caught fire the well had been 
flowing at the rate of 15,000 barrels 
a day. No estimate can now be made 
of, the flow. 


It was on August 15 that flames. 


suddenly shot forth from the mouth 


of the well and in a short time the 


intense heat wrecked the cap and the 
oil poured forth unrestrainedly. Sev- 
eral different reports are current as to 
th cause of the fire. According to one 
unconfirmed and unlikely rumor, it 
was an act of vandalism in the part 
of unknown Germans, and was com- 
mitted for the purpose of crippling 
he British oil interests, headed by 

rd Cowdray, which are attempting 
to supply oil for the British trade. It 
was from this well that the Mexican 
Eagle Petroleum Company was ob- 
taining much cf its crude ofl supply 
for its English and other foreign trade. 

The flames from the burning well 
shoot skyward for hundreds of feet 
and light up the country for fifty miles 
around. The heat is so unbearable 
that the large force of men who are 
striving night and day to smother the 
fire cannot approach within working 


2 distance ot the well. 


SHOOT AT FIRE. 


Several cannons were taken to the 
scene a few days ago any many 80 


shots were fired across the seething 


mouth of the hole with a view of tem- 
porarily separating the gas and fluid 
from the flames and in that manner 
putting an end to, the disaster. This 
method also proved ineffectual. 

How much cil has been destroyed 
already is not definitely known, but it 
is estimated to be upwards of 2,000,- 
000 barrels. 

It is considered probable that this 
great well will go the way of the fa- 
mous Dos Bocas gusher of a few years 
ago. The Dos Bocas well was a world 
beater, It was owned jointly by Lord 
Cowdray and associates, and the Penn- 
Sylvania Oil.Company. It was situated 
at Dos about sixty miles south 
of Tampico. It had an estimated flew 
of about 100,000 barrels of oll per 
day and caught fire from live coals un- 
der the boiler cf the engine of the 
drilling outfit. It burned steadily for 
three months, and then became a vast, 
seething, boiling cauldron of salt wa- 
ter, which now covers an area of more 
than thirty acres, just off the shore of 
Lake Tamiahua. 


{Southwest Contractor:] It fs ree 
lated that.within two days after the 
great Salem (Mass.) fire that wooden

My mother borrowed 
some money at the bank; I bought 
a bunch of cattle, with the help of 
the, man who gave us the informa- 
tion, and inside of six weeks had 
made enough money to pay every dol- 
lar we owed. 

“At last, then, the Reed family 
were in easy circumstances. Our 
farm was just over the river from 
Cedar Rapids; the city was growing 
in that direction, and our land was 
rapidly increasing in value. I at- 
tended the High School at Cedar 
Rapids irregularly during four years, 
but I kept up with my classes by 
working day and night.

torneys for the Chicago and North- 
western Railroad. At the end of the 
three years I. was admitted to the 
bar. My first case made me locally 
notorious and ended all doubts about 
my ability to earn a living right from 
the beginning of my practice. Peo- 
ple said I knew how to cry a lawsuit 
and that I was persistent. 

“I had just moved into my office. 
Everything was new. I sold a horse 
‘for $136 and bought a library and 
the books were on the shelves. A 
‘man was painting my name on the 
coor, when in came a woman, who 
said her name was Lena M. Reed, 
and that she was selling a book en- 
titled “The 
the World.” I examined the work 
and found it to be-a collection of stale 
jokes. 

“Well, she had called on a young 
merchant with whom I had gone to 
school, and he had leered at her and 
agreed to take twelve of her books 
if she would give him a prize; say, 
a dozen kisses or a dozen cigars. 
Moreover, he had gone te the man 
with whom she boarded and bragged 
about the bargain he tried to make. 
It would have been a silly case for 
a settled practitioner, but I was a 
young man and my office was so new 
and varnishy that it smelled iike a 
furniture store. 

HIS FIRST CLIENT DISAPPEARED. 

“The woman, at my direction, de- 
livered twelve books in a special bind- 
ing, together with twelve cigars, to 
the merchant, handing him at the 
same time a bill for $75. He refused 
to pay, and I sued. We lost the case 
before the justice of the peace, and 
then I carried it to the Circuit Court, 
where I obtained a judgment for $84. 
Lena M. Reed had vanished, but I 
traveled 400 miles for her deposition, 
and that, along with a law book, 
was all I had when I entered the 
courtroom and began the triai of the 


case. 

“T have never seen nor heard of 
the woman since. She owed her pub- 
lisher a bill and I gave him the 
money I obtained, less a reasonable 
fee for the work I performed. The 
case was the talk of Cedar Rapids 
and the country all around, and clients 
increased until I was making from 
$500 to $700 a month. 

“Indeed, if the truth must be told, 
I began to think that Iowa was 
rather small for a man of my parts. 
I considered Chicago a promising 
place, but concluded that Kansas City, 
which I had passed through once on 
the cars, would grow up to me 
eventually if it had a chance. 
1887, therefore, I moved down into 
Missouri. I was 26 years of age. 

“Mud was hub deep in the business 
streets of Kansas City. The real es- 
tate boom apparently was to go on 
indefinitely. I rented a corner in a 
long room that contained at least fif- 
ty desks. A private office couldn't 
have been leased at that time by any- 
body for any price. Real estate was 
changing owners from four to six 
times every day. Paper millionaires 
were walking the streets and selling 
and buying right and left. | 
THE COLLAPSE OF THE BOOM. 


“Then all at once transactions be- 
gan to drag. It was a temporary 
lull ‘every one said. Spring came 
and then autumn and matters, instead 
of growing better, got worse. The 
boom days were over but we didn't 
know it. Millionaires were sold out. 
Lawyers who had been making $100 
a month had to borrow money for 
their infrequent meals at cheap res- 
taurants. 

“Times were tragically hard but I 
lived through them. He was a very 
successful lawyer who could make a 
living. I was a successful lawyer, con- 
sequently, because I made my living, 
though the difference between my 
revenues and expenditures wasn't 
worth talking about. I had made 
Democratic speeches in Iowa and I 
made them in Missouri. While I was 
serving as counselor of the county, 
party friends urged me to be a can- 
didate for prosecutor. I never meant 
to be an office-holder, but once a man 
gets into office he ceases to be his 
own master. Friends govern his life 
thereafter. ‘Do this for us,’ they say 
and the man again becomes a candi- 
date 

“A young fellow accused of train 
robbery and a man charged with 
stealing a horse—and he had an alibi 
which I almost believed myself—were 
declared not guilty by the juries, but 
those were the only cases I lost in 
the 287 I tried as prosecuting attor- 
ney. ‘Juries were being bribed in 
those days. Gamblers did about as 
they pleased. When men began going 
to the penitentiary, some one said I 
ought to run for Mayor. The sug- 
gestion spread and I resigned as 
prosecuting attorney, became a candi- 
date and was nominated and elect- 
ed. The Mavor of no American city 
ever had a worse time; it would be 
impossible. 

„J fought the traction company. 
The police force was demoralized. 
The streets were in a horrible condi- 
tion. A destructive flood came. I was 
dead politically, every one declared. 
‘We shall renominate you,’ the Demo- 
cratic leaders said, ‘but nothing short 
of a miracle from heaven will save 
you, and miracles are not occurring 
in these days.’ 

“Tl called twenty-five young lawyers 
to my office and gave them the facts 
about my administration. A tent 
campaign followed. All the newspa- 
pers but one, and it had only 3000 
subscribers, opposed me bitterly. I 
threatened publicly to send a num- 
ber of bright and shining business 
lights to the penitentiary if re-elect- 
ed. ‘Big business,’ said I, would de- 
stroy the city. “64 

“A peace agreement, as it was 
called, was made during my second 
term as Mayor of the city. It was 
entered into by the public utility men 
and myself. The results of that agree- 
ment were about as follows: Universal 
transfers on the street railroads, the 
payment to the city by the street rail- 
roads of 8 per cent. of their gross re- 
ceipts, the extension of certain car 
lines, the substitution of electricity 
for cables at a cost of $11,000,000, a 
reduction of 42 per cent. in the price 
of electric light to business men and 
a new telephone company and a cut 
in the cost of service from $98 to 
$48 a year. Furthermore, I  reor- 
ganized the police force and cleaned 
out the paving combine. 

“From 1904 until 1910 I practiced | 
law, having more business than I 
could do, and in the latter year was 
nominated for United States Senator 
at a State-wide primary. Thus far 
in my life I have never obtained any- 
thing easily. It seems to me that I 
have been fighting, fighting, fightin 
ever since I was a child.”

HORIZON OF OIL WORLD 
HERE STEADILY CLEARING. 


Signs of Resumption of Ex port Trade Are Appearing 
and Curtailing of Production Promises Beneficial Re- 
sults to Industry—Features of Shut-down Movement 
and Its Effects in California. : 


y) HILE a decided readjustment is 
still in progress, the horizon of 
the oil world, not only in Cali- 

fornia, but throughout the country, 
has cleared greatly during past 
two weeks. California conditions have 
shown even greater improvement than 
revealed in the East, owing to the 
fact that this State is further from 
the scene of the European conflict 
which precipitated the necessity for 
restricting the extent of operations. 
Already on this coast oil tankers 
have in some instances resumed tra 
porting oil to foreign parts. The risks 
are now regarded as inconsiderable, 
and, although the markets in South 
America and the Orient are somewhat 
disturbed, it is believed that an out- 
let will in the course of a few months 


be found for a large amount of the 
oil formerly exported. The only rea- 
son for disturbance in the markets 
in either the Orient or South America 
is because the oil is used in pro- 
ducing certain articles which are sent 
to European countries. 

The shipments of California oll to 
foreign countries have lately averaged 
about 1,000,000 barrels a month, 
which is only about one-eighth of 
the normal production of the State. 
The main part of the consumption is 
in domestic markets. In foreign parts 
the principal takers of fuel oil are 
British Columbia and Chile, with 
whom trade has been partially re- 
sumed, while Japan and China pur- 
chase the greater part of the refined 
exports, Only a few days ago a cargo 
of this oll left for the Orient. 

Had it not been for the fact that 
the oil industry was suffering from 
the effects of a tremendous  over- 
production of oil for many months 
the effects of the war on the industry 
would have been very limited. Coming 
on top of the over-production, how- 
ever, the outbreak of the conflict 
proved the “last straw,” and necessi- 
tated the curtailing of oil-takings by 
the Standard and the Unton-Inde-. 
pendents. The Associated Oi] Com- 
pany has made no particular change 
in its policy, as its maritime trade 
has been unaffected, owing.to the fact 
that its ships fly the American flag. 

The Standard's refusal to take more 
than the maximum amount of oll per 
day called for by its contracts is still 
being adhered to, and while at first 
it worked hardships on some produc- 
ers in the Kern fields, these have 
found ways to overcome the difficul-; 
ties resulting from big gushers, with 
a lack of market and storage. The 
number of actual shut-downs report- 
ed as a direct result of the curtail- 
ment of acceptances of oll is very 
small, 

QUIETUS ON NEW WORK. 


A quietus has been put on new 
operations of consequence for the 
time being, although a few companies 
are organizing here and thére. But 
the Standard has stated that it will 
not make contracts for new oil. The 
lessening of new activities will react 
more quickly than anything to the 
advantage of producers in the desired 
read‘ ustment. 

It is estimated that over 1000 men 
engaged in field work — drilling. 
pumping, tool- dressing. ete.— have 
heen let out lately. The Standard 
principally has decreased its force, 
which was very large. About 500 
have been dismissed by the big com- 
pany, as operations were cut down. 
The company is reducing ite refinery 
force, as the production of the plants 
both at Richmond and El Segundo 
is being curtailed. 

The combined capacitw of these two 
plants, with the one in Kern River, is 
about 100,000 barrels daily, and it 
is probable that thi« will be cut down 
about 25 per cent. This is not directly 
traceable-to the war, but to the con- 
gested market for refined products 
all over the country. The Fast has 
heen suffering even more than the 
West from this condition. owing to 
the hicher eravitv of the ofl pro- 
Auced. Evidence of this ts found in 
the low prices for gasoline in some

The atmosphere of war clings about 
a letter from the European battle 
front, written by Ferdinand Parmen- 
tier, for years an architect of this 
city,. and received yesterday by E. 
M. McGillin, who has offices in the 
I. W. Hellman uilding. 
The architect, who designed a num- 
ber of the finest office buildings here, 
bore the arms of France when he 
wrote. He left some months ago for 
a brief visit to his native land, but 
within a week after the outbreak of 
hostilities, he enlisted. For twelve 
years he has been a prominent resi- 
pdent of this city, and a leader of the 
French colony. His letter, dated at 
Paris, August 20, reads: 
“Dear Mr. McGillin: I am en- 
rolled with the Alsatian volunteers 
ofthe French army, to go to the front 
m a few days. Anything that you 
may be able to do in the interest of my 
property during my absence will be 
highly appreciated by me and all ex- 
penses reimbursed. 
[It is impossible for me to say 
when in all probability I may return, 
but whatever happens, it is my duty 
to stand by to the last and perform 
my part in good faith.

The <ampfire permits are hedged 
about by such conditions that it is 
possible to discover the identity of 
the person or persons who have al- 
iowed their fires to remain uncovered, 
but.a pedestrian, a hunter, a chauf- 
teur, or unorganized parties are most 
certain to wunthinkingly throw half- 
burned matches, lighted cigar-stumps 
or Turkish. cigarettes that burn them- 
selves out. In order to guard as well 
as possible against the indiscriminate 
use of matches, Supervisor Charlton 
has dotted the big Angeles forest re- 
serve with signs reading: “If I am 
a match, break me in two,” figuring 
that the match will not be broken 
while it is alight.

ERSE BLASTS 
FROM WAR ZONE. 


LOS ANGELES MINISTER WRITES 
FROM SWITZERLAND. 


Tells How Hotel Was Suddenly 
Swept of Its Cosmopolitan Help. 
Money, Money Everywhere, but 
Not a Sou for Americans—Lauds 
Government of the Land of Tell. 


Rev. William Horace Day, D.D., of 
the First Congregational. Church of 
this city, who, with his wife, mother 
and Miss Bosbyshell, is expected to 
arrive in New York the latter part 
of this month, from London, writes 
to The Times from Geneva, Switzer- 
land, under date of August 7, the let- 
ter arriving here September 3. He 
gives some interesting details of the 
opening days of the war, in part, as 
follows: 

A sudden blast hag knocked down 
the frail framework of normal life. 
In the twinkling of an eye the war 
outbreak has shattered human confi- 


dences, upon which every larger 
aspect. of life must rest. The terrible 
pull of the maelstrom of war snatched 
sway the men of many nations. 

One morning the wife of the French 
taflor came weeping—her husband 
had gone with the French army; the 
elevator man in the hotel is sum- 
moned to Austria; the Italian in the 
kitchen is on his way to Italy: the 
German headwaiter and the man un- 
der him have left, singing “Die Wacht 
am Rhein;“ and the proprietor helps 
serve the breakfast. 

The American tourist 1e abroad in 
the land. From Spodunkville, Me., to 
Arkansas, we have come, and not a 
few from California. Geneva is a 
rich city with many banks and every 
bank is besieged by anxious crowds, 
My letter of credit is presented—we 
want $109 in gold. 

“Gold! We can't give you any 
gold,.and only a little in Swiss paper.” 

Travelers’ checks are not cashed at 
all and the week's hotel bill begins 
to loom large on the horizon. . No 
wonder Americans 80 about with 
anxious faces. The next day we get in 
line at another bank. The room tis 
tun ot people—no money at all for 
foreigners. 

On the streets we meet detach- 
ments of Swiss troops. This moun- 
tain repulis is used to defending her- 
self and keeping invaders outside her 
borders. The land of William Tell 
does not mean to have her neutrality 
violated. 

At the American Consul's a clamor- 
ing multitude wants passports, Why 
not get Americans together? An 
Executive Committee is formed and 
we have found many things to do.

Housing the largest telephone 
switchboard in the world. the six-story 
office building of the Pacific Telephone 
and Telegraph Company in the 600 
block, South Hill street, is practically 
ready for occupancy. With incidental 
improvements made recently for the 
betterment of 8 facilities in 


the business district, “uptown 
plant” now re nts an expéndi- 
ture of more than $2,000,000, an 


made within a year. 

Though the new office building is 
one of the most complete owned by 
any telephone company in the coun- 

, Interest centers in the mammoth 
switchboard, with its 50,000,000 feet 
of interwoven copper wires. This 
switchboard will seat sixty operators 
at one time and it is estimated that 
510 girls, working in shifts, will be 
required to handle the 340,000 calls 
registered dally through the up- 
town exchanges.” 


Capable of an almost infinite com- 


bination of “calls,” the big switch- 
board in “rush hour” action is a per- 
fert maze of twinkling lights, buzzing 
“hurry” signals, while the discharge 
of “number, please,” from sixty fem- 
‘inine lips, all working at once, robe 
the words of all melody that they 
might otherwise have, say as an “open 
sesame” to a bit of love-making over 
the wire. 

With this switchboard in partial 
service—it takes a long while to prop- 
erly tune 60,000,000 feet of copper 
wire—the number of operators em- 
ployed by the company in this city has 
been increased to 1000, handling 4 
total of 560,000 calls daily at all sta- 
tions. The company, all d, has 
1919 employees here. 


LOOK TO FUTURE. 


Constructed so as to permit the ad- 
dition of five more stories when the 
need shall arise, the lower floor of 
the new building has already been oc- 
cupied by the sales and collection de- 
partments, On the second floor will 
be the dining-room, on the third the 
hospital and rest rooms, while the 
fourth, fifth and sixth floors will 
house various auxiliary departments, 
in addition to the toll and informa- 
tion boards.

The county conventions of five po- 
litical parties will be held on Tu y 
at the Courthouse. Walls will sep- 
arate the delegates, thank goodness, 
and martial law will not be declared 
this account.

The members of the House of Rep- 
resentatives named are: Underwood of 
Alabama, Mann of Illinois, Fitzgerald 
of New York, Page of North Carolina, 
Callaway of Texas, Garner of Texas, 
Garrett of Tennessee, Hay of Virginia 
and Sisson of Mississippi.

In Nebraska, Bryan's own State, the 
administration’s attempt to prevent an 
indorsement of Senator Hitchcock 
failed except at Lincoln, all the other 
counties in the State giving him a 
good indorsement, thus supporting 


him in his opposition to the con- 
firmation of Thomas D. Jones as 
president of the new banking and 


currency board: In Minnesota, where 
the administration favored Repre- 
sentative Hammond for Governor, ho 
just scraped in by less than a thou- 
sand majority over a man regarded. 
as a very weak candidate, the purpose 
of whose candidacy was a mere pro- 
test against the administration. 


The anomalous condition of nomi- 
nating a man for Governor and at 
the same time refusing to put into 
the party platform a plank favoring 
the principles on which his nomina- 
tion turned, exists in Ohio, where 
Frank Willis received the Republican 
gubernatorial nomination as the re- 
sult of a heavy temperance vote in 
the counties. Following upon the pri- 
maries the Republicans met to formu- 
late a State platform. and Willis en- 
deavored to write the temperance 
plank. After twenty-four hours’ ses- 
ston the committee overruled Wins 
The Democrats have alad onnosed any 
additional temperance legislation un- 
til the present license law is given 
a thorough trial. The ares“ must 
therefore support the Progressive“ 


candidates or vote for One of the old 


parties, both of which are favorable 
to a wet cause. 


The decreased revenue from cus- 
toms on account of the European 
war is likely to have its effect on 
the Rivers and Harbors Bill, which 
has been particularly augmented by 
the southern members, who have not 
before had their own way in Congress 
for these many years. In many ways 
the appropriations asked for, so far 
as the public benefit is concerned, 
would be an absolute waste, such as 
the development of rivers that are 
only in evidence for a few weeks in 
the spring of the year, Ike the Trin- 
ity River tn Texas. With special war 
taxes in sight an inflated rivers and 


harbors bill will not awake much en- 
thusiasm for the administration. 

Gov. Major of Missouri has named 
a special commission to prepare legis- 
lation for the elimination of all the 
“dead” statutes that now encumber 
the law books of the State. The re- 
vised statutes of the State, he says, 
are full of repetitions, laws that have 
been declared unconstitutional, and 
laws that have been repealed by im- 
plication and otherwise. 

Congressmen who have remained in 
Washington believe that the people 
are ungenerous. A canvass Was re- 
cently made of the members of the 
House who have thus far figured in 
primary nominations, and it was 
found that of those who had remained 
at the capital on duty had suffered a 
heavy mortality, about 662-3 per 
cent., while those who had gone back 
to their districts and looked after 
their renominations personally had 
played in considerably better luck. 
The Representatives who have tried 
to do their duty think it is hard luct 
to be defeated for doing it 


Dr. Martin G. Brumbaugh, the Re- 
publican candidate for Governor of 
Pennsylvania, has defined his attitude 
on the liquor question as follows: 
“The problem of the liquor traffic is 
a vital one facing the people and the 
Legislature today. In harmony with 
many thoughtful persons, I submit 
that local option is a practical bolu- 
tion. Any legislative measure looking 
to an improvement of the conditions 
regulating this traffic will receive my 
approval.” Such a position as this 
ought.not to alienate any votes on 
election day. 


By the adoption of prohibition in 
West Virginia the State will lose 
about $700,000 a year in revenue from 
the saloons, says Gov. Hatfield, but 
in a few years it is hoped to so re- 
arrange expenses for criminal charges 
and the maintenance of State asylums 
as to offset this. Meantime the State 
will have to seek new sources of rev- 
enue. There is little hope that any 
change can be made in the law, as it 
was adopted by 92,000 majority at the 
1912 election. 


The prohibitionists of Ohio pro- 
pose to do a lot of kite flying during 
the State campaign, and have already 
offered boys prizes in kite-flying con- 
tests, the soaring machines to carry 
the inscription “Vote Dry” or “Ohio 
Dry November 3.“ Window cards 
are to be supplied bearing this de- 
vice, “This Home Is Dry.” The work 
is to be done under the direction of 
Daniel A. Poling of Columbus, who 
was the Prohibition candidate for 
Governor in 1912.

CLOCK HAS SONG 
FOR EVERY HOUR. 


TWELVE DIFFERENT MELODTES 
ARE PLAYED BY TUNEFUL 
TIMEPIECE, 


How would you like to have a clock 
that roused you in the morning with 
some such ballad as “Wake With the 
Dawn,” haled you to your employ- 
ment with Everybody Works But 
Father,” reminded you at dinner that 
it is a time “When Good Fellows Get 
Together,” and then chimed “We 
Won't Get Home Until Morning’ in 
the wee sma’ hours? 

Perhaps this would prove too lively 
a programme, and it is not the kind 
which is produced on 3 clock recently 
invented by A. Wade, of No. 510 East 
Avenue 39, but which can play a 
different melody for every hour on 
its dial. 

In general melodies of the old- 
fashioned or religious character are 
Played to best advantage on chimes. 
Mr. Wade has “Westminister Chimes” 
at 8 o'clock, “Annie Laurie“ at 9 
o'clock, “Whittington Chimes” at 12 
o'clock and “Home, Sweet Home” at 
1 o'clock, and other pieces for every 
one of the twelve hours, which ap- 
pear on the face of the clock. It 
would be possible to make the clock 
Play twenty-four different tunes by 
making certain changes 1 the 
mechanical equipment, and by Taalng 
another twelve figures to the dial. 

The clock, which is of the hall 
type, some six and a half feet high, 


plays the tune and then strikes the 
hour. It is operated by electricity 


light switch. Bach melody is played 
ten to thirty seconds. i

Strong and his pretty wife farmed 
their land extensively and also ran @ 
roadhouse which was well patronized 
and very popular. Strong was con- 
victed by reason of the fact that evi- 
dence was produced to show that the 
eteer’s hide had been buried back of 
his barn, that a quarter-beef had been 
found hanging in the barn and that 
he had given three-quarters of a beef 
to ranchers in that vicinity. 

WIFE MURDERED. 

Less than a year after he was con- 
victed and sent to San Quentin prison 
he was exonerated, witnesses testi- 
fying that they had sworn falsely at 
his trial and had done so at the be- 
hest of his arch enemy, Geiger. But 
before his release from the peniten- 
tiary even a greater sorrow befell 
him. His wife, was murdered and 
Geiger was found guilty of the crime. 

When her hushand was taken away 
Mrs. Strong told the Sheriff of 
Mendocino county she was sure she 
would meet with some violent end at 
the hands of the same people who 
had been responsible for the false 
conviction of Strong, and she asked 
that protection be given her. A few 
weeks later the roadhouse was dis- 
covered to be vacant and the Sheriff 
immediately began a search for ars. | 
Streng upon the theory that she had 
been murdered. 

With a big posse the Sheriff scourea 
the country and after several days 
Tan onto her dead body in a spring 
several miles from her home. Her 
horse had been shot and after a bul- 
let had penetrated her brain, heavy 
rocks were tied to her body and it 
was dropped into the water. Murder 
wes self-evident and the Sheriff de- 
cided that D. H. Geiger or his part- 
ner had committed the crime. 

As only one shot had entered her 
head and it evidently had pro- 
duced death, it was necessary to 
Lasten the crime on one person, for 
in those days only the person com- 
Mitting the murder could be con- 
victed, the law not specifying pun- 
ishment or prosecution for consptira- 
tors. As a result, Geiger was charged 
with the murder and found guilty. 
TWO DISAPPEAR. 

The case was carried to the Su- 
preme Court and while a decision was 
pending there Geiger escaped from 
the Sonoma. county jail. 

Simultaneously with Geigers dis- 
appearance, John D. Madden, County 
Treasurer, with $36,000 of county and 
State funds, dropped from sight. An 
indictment charging him with embez- 
zlement was returned dy the grand 
jury and big rewards were offered for 
the capture of him and Geiger. 

No one in Mendocino or Sonoma 
county, so far as known, has ever 
seen or heard of either fugitive since. 

“The looks of both men are 
stamped indelibly on my mind.“ says 
Attorney Barnes yesterday. “I knew 
Madden intimately because of fre- 
quent business dealings with him and 
IT could never forget Geiger because 
J am the attorney who prosecuted 
Strong. 

“That, in a measure, is the reason 
that I made no interference when I 


victed Strong and sent him to prison 
—an innocent man—I declared that I 
never again would prosecute a man 
on any charge and never would do 
anything to cheat a man out of his 
Hberty.“ 

Mr. Barnes said the two men looked 
much as they did forty years ago, 
practically the only difference being 
that their hair has turned gray and 
they have a few wrinkles on their 
faces.

Shaking hands is the first thing a 
dog ought to be taught. It is, in 
fact, the kindergarten of dog train- 
ing, and when a dog has learned this 
he is ready for other tricks.

teck that must be remembe 

e first is that the dog must first 
learn to get his balance and thereby 
become confident of his ability to 
have two of his legs off the ground. 

The best way, according to Mr. 
Mooney, to teach a dog to sit up is 
to have him brace himself against 
a wall. This acts as a prop for him, 
and when vou understand your pet 
and he understands you, he'll do all 
he can to remain upright. Don't for- 
get to pet him with one hand while 
the other embraces his lower jaw at 
first, and then when he does his part 
remember that there is a reward 
coming to him. 

In beginning the dog learns to sit 
with his hind legs doubled under him 
and his knees resting on the ground. 
Later he learns to stand at full length 
and walk on the hind legs. but that 
must come after he has learned to 
rest with the entire lower half of his 
hind 1 stretched out. 

Tising the wall as a brace, or the 
corner of a room, where he gets sup- 
port from two sides, is the only way 
to start, and the teacher must be 
patient. Even a puppy a few weeks 
old can be taught this trick, and it 
does not take long.

ARS may hurl his thunderbolta

Muse, but though she is a gentle 
maid she is also a very persistent one 
(and a feminine,) not easily driven 
out of territory she has already 
mapped out for her own particular 
conquests.

ON THE FIRING LINE. 

Sir John Jellicoe, commander-in- 
chief of Britain’s navy, had the nar- 
rowest escape of his life when the 
Victoria went down off Tripoli in 
June, 1893. Commander Jellicoe, as 
he then was, lay in hig berth in the 
grip of a high fever when the fatal 
collision occurred, but staggered to 
the bridge, ng his appointed 
station just as the fated warship 
Plunged her nose beneath the water. 
With most others who were on deck 
the commander was hurled into the 
sea, but, too weak with fever to try 


mem, to save himself, was tugged from the 


maelstrom by a heroic middy. 

Sir John French, inspector- general 
of the British army and commander 
of the British forces w operating 
in Belgium, was one of the luckless 
officers at the head of a mere hand- 
ful of troops who endeavored to res- 
cue Gen, Gordan in the South African 
War. He fought the two opening en- 
gagements of the South African War 
tn Natal. He left Ladysmith in the 
last train before the siege, having 
realized the uselessness of cavalry un- 
der the circumstances. He then took

tions against the Boer general, Cronje. 
He was the genera] who: finished the 
war after Lord Rolierts’s departure. 


Gen. Gir Horace Smith-Dorrien, 
who, under Field Marshal Sir John 
French, commands one of the two 
army corps dispatched by Great Brit- 
ain to France in order to assist in 
resisting the invasion of that country 
by the Germans, is one of the favorite 
and most trusted lleutenants of the 
Earl Kitchener, under whom he served 
in Egypt. in South Africa and in 
India. He was largely responsible for 
the defeat of Gen. Cronje during the 
Boer War. When Cronje was cor- 
nered at Modder River it was Smith- 
Dorrien’s Canadians and Gordons who 
in a night attack won a position which 
enabled them on the following morn- 
ing to enfilade a _ vitally important 
stretch of Boer défenses. The gen- 
eral has always been most enthusi- 
astic about the Canadians, whom he 
commandedron that occ(ition, praising 
them as splendid fightiny material.

Moltke, his uncle, in 1891, he became 
ailde-Ge-camp to the Kaiser. In 13896 
he became major-general and com- 
mander at Potsdam. He has been 
chief of the general staff of the army 
since Febfhary 16, 1904. 


Capt. Moriyama of the Japanese 
warship Idzumo, which recently 
visited San Francisco, ts a noted fig- 
ure in the Japanese navy.

NFERIOR detective stories, not so very 
well written—that conveniently and ac

Madelyn Mack's activities.

Watson, who tags after Sherlock Holmes, 
expresses amazement at every clue and de- 
Auction and writes rapturously of the 
achievements. 

Migs Mack uses cola berries for a stimu- 

lant. Sherlock Holmes used cocaine. Miss 

Noraker protests against the drug much in 

the same manner as Dr. Watson. 

Miss Noraker is eternally playing the 

phonograph to help her think as Sherlock 
Holmes did the violin. 
Miss Noraker is constantly shrugging her 
shoulders (it is a wonder she wouldn't 
have learned better) at Miss Mack’s ap- 
parently irrelevant remarks touching the 
“mystery case” in almost exactly the same 
way that Dr. Watson intrudes his own 
stupidity. . 
But the author of “Miss Madelyn Mack, 
Detective” does not play the game fairly 
in these stories. The authors of superior 
detective stories bulld successful deduc- 
tions from clues that are for the most part 
offered the reader, and upon re-reading 
such stories we can see that the unraveling 
process was logical. 

Not so with these: “The Man With Nine 

Lives” was an insane drug fiend and im-

R. BROOKS is a dull biographer, but 
an interesting critic. The biographical 
part of this volume on the extraor-

LARENCE SMITH has decided

that will be carried out in connec- 
tion with the new Premier Wiedley 
model that is now en route from the 
factory. 

Every time a customer goes out for 
a demonstration in the new car that 
demonstration will be made on two 
quarts of gasoline. On the dash of 
the new model will be fitted a glass 
tank with a graduated scale showing 
how far the car runs on a fraction of 
a gallon. Much is claimed for this 
new motor and Smith wants to prove 
that here is one six-cylinder car that 
will cover over twenty miles to a gal- 
lon of gasoline. 

The new Wiedley is almost certain 
to be a sensation in motor circles on 
the Coast, as it embodies new ideas 
that have never been seen here be- 


fore. It is considered one of the real 
motor vances of the past few years. 
The ‘new motor, in addition to be- 


ing a vaive in the head overhead cam- 
shaft motor, incorporates many other 
new features which make 4 easier 
and more economical to run than the 
old style, which did such efficient 
work in former models. 
The camshaft is driven by vertical 
shaft through worm gears, spirals at 
right angles, and the whole mechan- 
ism is enclosed in a dustproof casing, 
which is easily removed. 


The six cylinders are cast in one 
block, together with the entire crank 
case and the intake header. The cyl- 
inder head is another unit and carries 
all valves and the camshaft, while 
covering it another plate which 
makes an oll-tight covering for the 
valves. 

No rocker arms are used, the cam- 
shaft being right above the valve 
stems. But between the valves and 
the cams is a very light steel finder 
pivoted at the point at which it is 
bolted to the housing. On this the 
wear can be taken up. 2 

Among the interesting de taille is the 
oiling system. It is a combination of 
pressure and splash cared for by a 
gear pump bolted to the crank case. 
The oil is distributed by a rotating 
sleeve at the top of the pump. Equal 
parts of oil are sent to each of the 
six troughs into which the connecting 
rods dip. The overhead camshaft 
bearings and cams are lubricated by 
means of a hollow shaft which is sup- 
plied with oil from a distributor pipe 
running into the central bearing. The 
end bearings are lubricated by holes 
drilled in the camshaft at these 
points. The rest of the valve mechan- 
ism is bathed with oil from streams 
which issue from the back of the 
cams. The oil then drains towards 
the center of the cylinder head and 
falls back into the crank case through 
a hole in the casting. The camshaft 
gears turn in a perpetual bath of oil.
